Our Foreign Relations—This Subject 
and the Currency Problem W ill Be 
the Two Most 
Important Points 
Discussed —No Warrant For Our 
Interference In Cuba. 


YVasnmgton, Dec. 3.—The message of 
President McKinley will be devoted 
practically to the subjects of our for­ 
eign relations and the currency prob­ 
lem. It will be unique in one respect, 
in that it will ignore the great bulk 
of matters usually constituting the de­ 
partmental portions 
of 
presidential 
annual messages. 
The postal savings 
project of the postmaster general is 
not discussed in the message. 
While the details of 
the currency 
plank are not definitely known, it can 
be authoritatively stated that it is in 
the main an incorporation 
of 
the 
views submitted by Secretary Gage, 
though as to details 
the 
president 
leaves himself freedom of action by 
not taking any position with reference 
to several features of the secretary’s 
plan, while indorsing its main 
ob­ 
ject. 
A strong presentation of the Hawa­ 
iian question is made and congress is 
urged to take immediate 
action 
by 
the ratification of the treaty of annex­ 
ation. 
As to Cuba, the message calls atten­ 
tion to the recent trend of affairs on 
the island, refers to the scheme of au­ 
tonomy just offered by Spain, and, af­ 
ter reciting other developments in the 
situation, reaches the virtual cdnclu- 
sion that existing circumstances do 
not w arrant interference in the affairs 
of the island. 
Considerable attention is paid 
to 
the question of 
reciprocity negotia­ 
tions with various countries in Eu­ 
rope. The policy of the administration 
on this subject is outlined and. citing 
French champagnes as an illustration, 
the point is made that if special con­ 
cessions are given any foreign pro­ 
ducts the United States must be given 
equal treatm ent by reciprocal conces­ 
sions. 
The Alaskan problem is discussed at 
some length and a plea is made 
for 
congressional 
legislation, 
including 
the extension of the operation of the 
public land laws and the granting of 
rights of way for roads by which all 
parts of the country may be made 
more accessible.

President Called to the Bedside of Hts 
Aged Mother. 
Canton, Ohio, Dec. 3.—At an early 
hour Thursday morning Mrs. Nancy 
Allison McKinley, the venerable moth­ 
er of the President, was stricken with 
paralysis, and her death is believed to 
be only a question of a short time. 
Not since Mrs. McKinley was stricken 
has there been a favorable feature in 
her condition. 
Abner McKinley communicated with 
the President as soon as he learned 
the serious nature of the illness of his 
mother. Soon after noon Abner Mc­ 
Kinley notified the President that the 
sufferer has lapsed 
into semi-con­ 
sciousness and promised to communi­ 
cate further at 5 o’clock in the after­ 
noon. The President did not wait for 
the 5 o’clock message. He responded: 
“Tell mother I will he there,” and at 
once prepared to start 
for 
Canton. 
He 
arrived 
here at IO o’clock 
this 
morning. 
Dr. Phillips, when he saw the pa­ 
tient at 6 o’clock last evening, had lit­ 
tle to add to what he had already 
said, that she was very ill and stood 
but little chance of recovery. It was

Cleveland, Ohio, Dec. 3.—It was an- 
noounced 
Thursday 
that at last the 
great sewer pipe trust, so long fought 
over at many meetings of manufac­ 
turers of that product, and of which 
those favoring such a formation had 
grown almost hopeless, is to be an ac­ 
complished fact.

A special meeting of the common 
council will ba held st the council 
chamber this evening, for special bus­ 
iness. 
In all probability the meeting was 
called for the purpose of considering 
the matter of the discontinuance of 
the street cars. 
If that is the idea, the council 
would do well to go slowly. 
Mr. Blabou owns the street railway 
system, and it cannot be taken away 
from bim. 
His franchise might be 
annulled—at a large expense. ' And 
after the large expense had been in­ 
curred, the court might decide not to 
annul it. 
Then what would the city have 
gained? 
Then, again, suppose the franchise 
was annulled, what would the city 
gain? The railway might be ordered 
torn up, but the rails, which are the 
principal nuisance when the line is 
not in operation, “ are,” according to a 
newspaper that has been agitating the 
m atter, “ a part of the street, and can­ 
not be removed, according to learned 
attorneys.” 


R a ilw a y C o m p a n y a t F a u lt. 
It is true that the street railway 
company has not given good service, 
and it is true that many people favor 
the removal of the line. 
It is equally 
true that the railway baa given better 
aervioe than was afforded by horse 
oars, aud that many people, also, do 
not favor tearing up the line. 
It is true that the citizens of Janes­ 
ville su scribed ll,IOO toward build­ 
ing a 92,400 
power house, but it is 
equally true that Janesville people do 
not ride enough to make the line pay. 
The thing is not one sided by any 
means. 
Certain Janesville people condemn 
Mr. Blabon, and Mr. Blaboo undoubt­ 
edly condemns certain Janesville peo­ 
ple. 
The council should tik e no action 
without careful consideration. 
Tao 
taxpayers have recently paid for one 
experience in the franchise-annulling 
line.

If the council can give Mr. Blabon 
friendly advice, he will probably b* 
glad to get it, but people v h » know 
him are free to state that a •* bluff ’ 
from the common council will not 
scare him in the least. 
There has been a good deal of talk 
of late about “ letting someone start 
up a car line that would give good 
oervlce.” That is all bosh. 
It stands 
to reason that no man will invest $50,- 
000 to start a car line in a town where 
a car line haa been a failure. 
If the 
com mon council or any of the people 
have been complaining about the car 
line, knew of any one who wants to 
run the railroad, they will undoubted­ 
ly confer a favor by notifying Mr. 
Blabon. 
Doubtless Mr. Biabon could 
be induced to sell out. 
When Mr. Blabon was here the last 
time he told a Gazette man that he 
web debating whether or not to re­ 
but d the line. 
“ Now that I have burned out, I 
think I can let go easier than I ever 
can again,” he said, 
"but I want to 
be fair with the people.

Who can expect service where a 
venture does not pay? 
It is easy for people who have no 
money invested to nowl, but Mr. Bls 
bon’s street car line represents some 
$40,000, or $50,000 of his money. 
He 
has some rights, it would therefore 
seem, that people are bound to re­ 
spect, even if there is a chance for 
someone to "make a grand stand 
play.” 
The common council recently took a 
stand that many people said was in 
favor of charity to those claiming to 
be in business trouble—and the tax 
payers must foot the bill. 
Now, However, they 
propose to 
"salt” the Street Bailway company— 
i. ^ast utterances are any criterion by 
which to judge of future actious. 
Hence the people demand that t^e 
common council make haste slowly.

Woman and the Nation. 
As the country develops and the liv­ 
ing questions of how its vast areas shall 
be possessed by industrious, happy peo­ 
ple press for settlement, women bring 
to the solution the discipline of the 
home, the school and the philanthro­ 
pies where the vital questions of pro­ 
duction, distribution and consumption 
have been studied according to scien­ 
tific theory aud illustrated by practical 
application. 
It is impossible that women shall 
have carried all these interests in their 
hearts, and in their activities, and not 
be well equipped for their application in 
the broad domain of national economics. 
Some of us are deeply concerned in 
these vital problems of American life. 
We find ourselves in the midst of con­ 
ditions which, until recently, were 
wholly European. Mixed populations 
in crowded cities and colonies of for­ 
eigners distributed through the country 
give rise to apprehension in the minds 
of intelligent women. It is not possible, 
neither would it be right, to attempt 
the wholesale exclusion of these foreign­ 
ers. They are the children of the Heav­ 
enly Father whom we call “ our Fa­ 
ther. ” Some are of the noblest fiber— 
they have brought new luster to the 
stars and brightness to the stripes of the 
dear old flag—but masses of others are 
windfalls of monarchial governments, 
the garbage of oriental civilizations and 
deserters from imperialism and mill 
tarism.

Huge 
commercial enterprises have arisen like 
giants in armor and have strode from 
ocean to ocean, leaving tracks of steel 
and hand prints of light. 
The triumphs of mind over matter 
stamp this period illustrious among the 
centuries. Within this success there 
hides danger. The loss of one faculty 
sharpens others; the blind are sensitive 
to touch. The cultivation of one set of 
faculties tends to the disuse of others. 
Has not the extreme cultivation of the 
commercial faculties permitted others 
as essential to national life to be blight­ 
ed by disuse? 
During this evolution woman’s rela­ 
tions to the industrial, the educational 
and the philanthropic world and her 
pressure toward the political world has 
been a savor of life unto life. Commu­ 
nity life and national life need heart. 
Women have much heart. Out of the 
heart are the issues of life.—Mrs. J 
Ellen Foster in North American Re­ 
view.

Wisconsin postmasters are in receipt 
of a new order regarding self-identi­ 
fication, or a plan whereby a person 
may remit money to himself, which 
has been made by the postoffice de­ 
partment.

rule will obviate many perplexing situ-! held £or tr£ j 
Crandnn>” 
ationa which have arisen. 
There have been of late frequ nt 
instances of persons who, traveling 
from one place to another, have, 
in­ 
stead of carrying money with them, 
provided against io6s by sending the 
cash to their destination by order 
overdrawn in their favor. 
When they 
applie* for the money they were re­ 
quested 
to 
furnish identification. 
This bas been noticed more especially 
in the case of farm hands going from 
the
